Examiner stated 
that she initially thought the term "posterior" was being used to mean "behind or to the rear of, 
but after hearing the above explanation, Examiner agreed with Applicants' counsel as to the 
meaning of the term "posterior" in the context of the original disclosure of Applicant's 
application.
